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SOJROOUNG THE SOHOOLMASTHll. 

Hon. O. W. Rosa, Ontario miiiiater of 
education, has isauud a circular to the 
BchoolteacliBra nf that province, most ol 
tha pointH of which will be found oi 
value to tL-achera in this province. It 
Ontario tlioro nro inodol or normulsclioolf- 
Hliero tlioao who luivo pacaej a auoceasful 
BXiiiuiii«tioii ii3 pupils iiiiiy lit theniaelves 
for tlio calliriy of toiiclier. Hero tlioro is 
no 8uch facility, Teachers are aolocted 
directly from the hiyh schools or ap- 
pointed upon tile production of normal 
ur other certiBcatoa obtained at the east. 
If the necessity for aelf improvonieut is 
so apparent in Ontario how much more 
iiocessary is it liero, where the opportiin- 
itiea are iesa and the daiigora of the 
teaching stafl:'* ''nlstinK" for want of 
mental friotioii so much more ? We ap- 
pend'Mr. Rosa' circular: 

The conrso of atiidy Hiid training pro- 
scribed for teachers by the education do- 
partrueiit ia designed ua a tost of their 
ability to tuach iiitellinently every sub- 
ject on the proyranimo of studies for pul - 
lie schools. It ia presumed that in ob- 
taiuiiigthe knowledge requisite for this 
purppae a dbaire haa been implanted for 
higher attaiiiineiits, and that in no case 
wiU the mind bo allowed to lapse into a 
state of dulliieaa or inactivity. The b.k- 
perieace, liowever, of many of our best 
teiichers alunva tliat the tendency of their 
daily duties— larfiely because of their 
routine character — is to produce that 
mental ia.isitu lie so fatal to all intellectual 
oukure and development. 

By the u3tiiblinhinent of teaohera' in- 
stitutes this tondeney has boon to a largo 
extent corrected. They have already, by 
meana of mutual aaaoci.ition and friendly 
diacuaaiuu uf educational matters, stimu- 
lated many to greater dsertiun, and 
aroused the enthusiasm of even the moat 
2ealou8 inombei's of the profession. But 
tho insiiluto, valuable aa it no doubt is, 
can do but little comparatively towards 
eupplyinp; that mental equipment which 
every teacher BO much requires. Two or 
throe days in the year should not'sufUce 
when the harvest ia au great and the cun- 
secjuoncea of its not being garnered su 
diaastrou.s to auoioty . Tliord ia then but 
one alternative — the te.iolior must himaelf 
become a student. With him mental 
torpidity miiat ho impnasible. .-Xfter 
setting apart aa much tune aa may be 
neoesaary for rest' and recreation, ho 
ahould apply the remainder in propariuL^ 
for the schoolroom by private study. If 
ho ia to BtiraulatB others, hia own mind 
must be active. 

Ill order to [;ivu deriiiitcneaa to tho 
elFurtB of teachers in tliia direction, I 
have arratiyed a course of residiiig, by 
meana of which, while not ignoring pro- 
feeaionikl obligfttiona, they may carry on 
daily the work of aelf-culture, and at tho 
same time leiirii to re^iard their vocation 
from a higlier atandpoint. The course ex- 
tends over three years, and embraces 
podagoj;iie3, science and literature. It 
can bo mastered in the allotod time with- 
out dillaculty — one. hour per day being 
BuUicieat. It will be observed that the 
books in tho professional course are those 
already used at the norm*! schools and 
training institutes, so that by taking them 
up in the reading course tho work re- 
quired fur entering the higher grades of 
the profession ia simply prepared in ad- 
vanoQ. • 

As the couroo ia puruly voluntary no 
examination will bo hold in cumiuction 
with it, Should, however, the toachora 
of any inspectoral division ngroo to read 
the course with this end in view, and 
should the county board of examiners 
make adequate provision for such ex- 
amination, tho dupartinent would recog- 
nize by special certificate this additiDiial 
element of profeaaional culture, yuch a 
certificate would no doubt be duly ap- 
preciated by trustees and the public 
generally, aa it would entitle the holdor 
to a strong claim upon their liberality. It 
will be the duty of tha directors of teach- 
ers' inatitutea to make such comments and 
give audi directions to teachers in regard 
to the best methods uf profiting by this 
course as they may deem expedient. 

In rocomiiiending to the profession tho 
course of reading outlined below, I do not 
wish to be regarded as imposing a task 
from which there is no advantage to bo 
gained, The status uf the teacher de- 
pends mainly upiiu his own e.'certions. To 
repress liia individuality, or by doparc- 
montal restraints to endeavor to make 
eanh teacher the counterpart of every 
othor, would bo to secure uniformity by 
the sacrifice of power, I fully recognize 
that each meii>ber of tho profession ia a 
separate and distinct unit. To direct 
those ooparato unitu in such a way aa to 
conserve their force for the public good 
and their own prosperity ia the only ob- 
ject in view. Whether* successful or not 
in this will depend upon their co-opera- 
tion; ibti experiment is, at least, worth 
trying, 

THAT UHLilS. 

Oar young evening contemporary is an 
alarmist.

If tho govorument 
had failed' to execute Rifl tUo Globe and 
its satellites would have beou junt us ready 
to stir up the jJOpular feeling of Out nians 
as they now are to excite the Frcneh-Cana- 
dians. The latest advices by mail from the 
east are to the 25th and by tulcgrapli to tho

attention, exco[)t in tho (ilobo oUice, 
whore tlu. iniuutes appear to bo al- 
ways iu a chronic state of unhap- 
piuesR and semi-revolt.

which ho connot cast aside, but his speedy 
downfall they believe is inevitable." The

- THE GIGARMAKERa. 

A little more than throe-fourtKa of the 

cigarraakers of San Franoiaco are Uliineae. 
About one half of tho Chinese are em- 
ployed by white firms. The other half 
are employed by Ohineao firms. The one 
half employed by white firms now propose 
to quit work unleas their white employers 
will discharge their white help. The 
Ohinese assert that the white employers 
will be unable to find white men to take 
tho places of the Chinese, and that in 
conaequence they will be compelled to 
accede to tho Chinese terms or give uii 
business. If they chnoae tho latter the 
Chinese firms will increase their business 
correspondingly. The pre ent seems to 
bo a good time to drive the Chinese out 
of the cigar buainesa. Tho i^hito em- 
p'oyors of Cliinoae profess to be anxioua to 
tike white men in place of Chinese if they 
can got them. Is it not worth while to 
try to get them( Cigarmakors will never 
bo free from disturbances of this charac- 
ter until the buaineas is in tho hands of 
white meUi The white people of thia 
coast are not going to turn their industries 
over one by one to the Chinese. The 
Call says that the obstacle in the way of 
immediate ])rogroas is tho searei'.y of white 
cigarmakera. There are enough in the 
oaat who would gladly accept the places of 
the Chinese if they could bo aaaured of 
permanent employment. Bat it is aaid 
that in other enrergoncioa the white cigar 
manufacturing firms have been too much 
inclined to let the Chinese in at reduced 
wages. It might bo well, in view of tho 
trouble which muat continually arise if

TothbEditok: — On taking up The 

Colonist a few days ago I noticed a lengthy 
loiter headed "One Sided Towage Livva." 
Being in a position to know .something 
about tho matter, I(]oilo agree with "I'air 
t'lay" in what ho says; but in my opinion 
ho has not gone far enough. In the fol- 
lowing 1 will endeavor lo lay the exact 
position of afl'aira before the readers of 
ycmr valuable paper, and show tho people 
(if this community what they lose by the 
unjust laws governing maritime matters 
in thia province. .-Vs '^''air Play" justly 
remarks, why should American tow boats 
have more privileges than Briti.sh Colum- 
bia tow boats? I for one don't see any 
reaaon why they .'ihould. Canada being a 
protective country why should not all 
classes be protected alikel It is not the 
amount of towage paid to American tow 
boats alone that the country loaca. Al- 
though that in itself ia conaiderable, there 
is the amount of wages that wonld bo .paid 
and the supplies that would bo used, all 
of which money would he circulated 
among ouraelvea instead of going into the 
pockets of AmerivMus, 

The people of Nanaimo and Nev/ West- 
minater thomaolves, who, I believe, aro 
r.aponsible for the precent state of affaira, 
seem to mo to be the greater losers, which 
I think the following facta will show: 
Suppose British Columbia tow boats did 
all tho towing, instead of paying to the 
miners of Nanaimo and Wellington, say 
an average of fifteen hundred dollars per 
month, they would bo paying double that 
amount; whereas tho American tow boats 
use hardly any uf our coal, bociiuso they 
have plenty of fuel on I'uget sound, and, 
naturally enough, they use it. 'riieii there 
are all tho othor supplies ii3i?d by tow 
boats which I am in a |)oaition to knuw 
amount to a good round sum, m ist ail id 
which are lost to the people of British 
Columbia. Another reason why the peo- 
ple cf Nanaimo and New Weatminstor as 
well aa Victoria, should foster the British 
Columbia towage for British Columbia 
tow boata, ia that all ahipa a^ a 
rule bound fi.r F.riri.sh Uuluinhia 
porta when towed by Auiorieau tow lioatK 
have to go into some of the Amoncaii 
ports, BO as the tow boats can get a on^- 
toms clearance and while lying there they 
naturally enough got whatever siipplie.s 
they want, which soiuetinios amount to a 
considerable sum, particularly with ves.sels 
from outside ports, all of which is lost to 
this province. 

Xow, sir, I think yourself and tho read- 
ers of your paper will agri-c with nu; that it 
is about tiiuo fiomeihing shoiilil bu done to 
protect the towage intenfrtts of this prov- 
iuce,or let it bo as'T'^air I'lay" lo'oijorly re- 
marks. Lot the i>. 0. tow boats luivu an 
equal privilege, or iu othor words recipro- 
city iu the towing business and I am conli- 
deiit when they have a fair field 
and no favor ttioy will iiivo a good ac- 
count of theiiiselves, I c;fteii wonder at 
tho ].)Ooplo ul I'ogot .Sound, why du-y 
ahould take ad v.uit ''.go uf a priii'ego llii-y 
aro afraid tocoi'.ctdo to the peuijiu uf llii.-; 
aide the line. With all their boasted 
liberties they are afraid to allow British 
Columbia towhoats to tow vessels up 
Puget Siiund, while they thumaelvss take 
advantage of tho very thing they aru 
afraid to give us. 

I think from the above you will easily 
learn the facta of a long standing wr«ng 
commitud on a large portion of this cdm- 
niuniiy, and all for what! Simply that 
Nanaimo and Buaard Inlet ahould have 
the barren himor of being a port of 
entry, throwing most all ilie Briti.sh 
Columbia towage into tho handa of 
Americana, while they, on the other band, 
have closed all their porta on Pu^et 
Sound to Briti.ili Columbia towhoats with 
the sc lilary oxci'[)tion of Port Towiisend, 
which they migiu as well have closed also 
as far aa outaidera are conoorued, fur tho 
aimiile io.iaon it was mudo the only port 
of entry for the solo purpose of capturing 
all the towage for American towboats. 

There ia one other matter I would like 
the people of this province to know, and 
then let them judge whether all our ports 
ahould be left open indiscriminately to 
American towboats. A few, weeks ago a 
gentleman in thia dity arranged with the 
owners of ono of our steamers tu go to 
Tttcoma for some fifty or sixty tons of 
machinery for the Victoria rice mill, 
lately built in thia city, but to their aa- 
tonialiinciit they were coolly informed by 
the collector of cuatom.sat Port 'Townsend 
that their steamer could notpaaa tliat port 
to take tho machinery to Victoria. Now, 
sir, I think I have written enough at this 
time to showthe peoplp of thia province 
how matters stand. ¥ours, etc..

Election riots at Londonderry were re- 
newed yesterday.

LoNDo.s, Nov. ;!0, — Fifty thousand 
Parnellitea gathered togothc' opposite 
tho vice rrgal lodge in Dublin to-day 
despite tho r.iin that was falling, and 
pledged their confidence in IMr, Parnell, 
Crowds of youths, headed by bands, 
paraded the principal streota singing 
"God Save Ireland." A row took place 
oppnaite the conservative workingnion's 
clubhouse, in which several windows of 
tho clubhouse were broken by stones. 

A meeting of the stipportors of Mr. 
Nolan, Mr, Parnell's candidate who is 
running in opposition to Mr. Callan in 
Dundloch, was advertised to be held to- 
day in that town. Four thousand Gal 
lanites assembled and prevented the orec 
tion of a platform. Parnell was present 
and attempted to speak from a wagonette 
in the market square, but was hauled 
down. Ho retired shouting, "Vou are 
hired rudians. " A number of fights took 
place and Nolan, who also attempted to 
apeak, was hootud and pelted. The Pai- 
noUites withdrew to the hotel whore 
similar scenes were enacted. In one of 
the fights a youth was stabbed and dan- 
gerously wounded. 

Parnell and O'Connor have authorised 
a denial of the report that ParnolTa 
manifesto has been withdrawn. O'Oon- 
nell and other national M. P. 'a will ad- 
drcaa tho meeting in the conservative in- 
terest next week, 

(iladafonu arrived at Ilawarden at mid- 
night Saturday.

llis lordship said that before proceeding 
with tho ordinary business of the day he 
would say that u petition was presented to 
him on the 2Gth of this ntouth, in reference 
to the uses made of certain houses on Broad 
street, which had the etl'ect of depreciating 
the neighborhood, a.sking him to take some 
stops. Ho had referred the matter to the 
attorney-general who yss the proper indi- 
vidual to submit the'' question. He had 
-made a reply which' his lordshix) thonght 
was the only proper course that could be 
taken in tho matter. He would ask tho 
registrar of the court to reiuT the petition 
and the answer of tho attoru^'-general. 

"Regarding the petition of N. Shakes- 
peare and thir.ty-ono others, addressed to 
the honorable tho chief justice and jus- 
tices appointed to take the present as- 
sizes, concerning houses on Broad street, 
and which has been referred by Mr. Jus- 
tice Gray to this department, I beg that 
you will inform his lordship that this de- 
partment cannot take any cognizance of 
the petition. 

"If the petitioners have legal cause of 
complaint, their proper course is to go 
before tho grand jury and prefer it, and 
then if that body choose to present any of 
tho occupants by name' for conduct 
amounting to a public nuisance, and sup- 
ply this department with tho names of 
the witneaaes, a bill of indictment will be 
drawn up and presented in the usual way 
against the person or persons complained 
of. A. E. B. Davie, 

Attorney General." 
His lordship said that in a nuiubor of 
very serious cases, bail had been taken from 
mother, sister or some other member of the 
family, and the defendant had left the 
<'ouuti\v. He had received several petitions 
from those who had furnished auch bail, 
.sotting forth their poverty and asking that 
tho bail bo not estreated. It was a painful 
matter for him, but he had not to consider 
his own personal feelings in the matter, but 
had to Bot on ft higher law.he oonldnottake 
any action on tho matter and would have to 
order the bail to bo estreated. There seem- 
ed to bo tho fact that bail was given solely 
to enable tho parties to leave tho country 
and then escape a merited disgraceful pun- 
ishment. Magistrates should exorcise dis- 
cretion in the matter, and refuse to accept 
bail from members of tho family, for it 
would be but to place a premium on crime 
to necede to petitions of tho nature ho had 
received. It was painful to him to receive 
petitions stating that it was only through 
the most careful economy and industry that 
thi'y were enabled to gain a living. Xt-was, 
no doubt,, through regard for their sons and 
brothers, but why did not the latter consid- 
er tlio feelings of tho mother and siatera in- 
stead of living a life of idleness and appro- 
priating other people's property. Perhaps, 
if the home training wore of tho right order, 
these deKplays of depravity ou the part of 
children \i'ould not be of such frequency. 
His lordship then ordered that bail in all 
the cases be estreated. 

The Queen vs. Sproulo. — Mr. T. Davie, 
for the defence, asked for a postponmont of 
this murder ease until Wednesday, in order 
that a material witness. Dr. Hendricks, 
might be presout ut the trial. Ooansel had 
received a telegram which would easnro tho 
witness' presence bera on that day, and 
would therefore ask that the trial bo post- 
poned. 

Tho attorney-general rend an aflldavit in 
opposition to this application. Witnesses 
Imd been procured from various parts of the 
interior at great expense, and wero being 
retained iu the city also at tho expense of 
the efown. It would be u difficult matter 
in some instances to retain these witnesBOH, 
anil it would perhaps seriously injure tho 
pro.secution if tho trial was ..postponed. A 
telegram had been received from tho mail 
carrier from Sand Point stating that Dr. 
Hendricks had beei. at hia hotiee since 
Wednesday last and said he would start on 
Monday, but did not bohevo that ho would. 
There was no reasonable ground to believe 
that Dr. Hendricks would be hero. 

His lordship said that of course every op- 
portunity should be given the defence of a 
prisouer ou trial for his life, and while he 
thought the attorney-general 's objoctious 
(piito proper, if Mr. Davie would guarantee 
to have his witness hero on Wednesday and 
proceed with tho trial ho would order the 
oaso postponed until December '?A. 

Mr. T. Davie answered that he would 
give sach gnarantes and in any event go on 
with the trial on Wednesday. 

CHINESE C.VSES. 

Ngan Ah Hiug,uud Chin Ah Hing,cbarged 
with assault with intent to kill, pleaded not 
gnllty. 

Chin Ah New, charged with ossault and 
robbery, pleaded not guilty. 

Mah Kie, charged with intent to defraud 
by accusing Ah Ling with murder, for tho 
purpose of extorting §G0O, pleaded not 
guilty. 

Mah Koo was tho first case proceeded 
with, Mr. Wilson for tho prosecution, Mr. 
Walls for tho defence. 

Wang Ah Soon deposed to having been 
iu Mah Ling's house iu July last, when 
prisouer camo in, accused the woman of 
having killed hia cousin, and dumuuded six 
or seven hundred dollars, threatening if she 
did not ^ive him the money he wotild kill 
her. Witness interposed, saying he did not 
believe what prisoner was saying, and at 
any rate she was a woman and not to bo 
spoken to in that way. Tho witness was 
cross-examined at length by Mr. Biehards 
as to his means of livlihood during the 
winters he had spent iu Viotoria. Tho 
witness answered that ho had bad to stay 
in Victoria, though uunble to yet woi'k, be- 
cause his wife was an •uvalid. 

Mr, Eiohards (through interpreter) — 
How old is your wife ? — About 26 or 27 
years. 

Is she good-looking 7 — What is that to 
you ? (A laugh.) • 

The court— He might be a little jealous ! 
( Laughter. ) 

Mr. Kiohards — Ask him if he went 4n to 
see Ah Ling occasionally, and — oh, well 
— . (Laughter.) 

The next witness called was Waug Ah 
Hop, an employee in the Chineno theatre. 
He said the prisoner camo into .\h Ling's 
house and demauded money with tho threat 
above. She refused, aud the prisoner re- 
pUed: "That is all right; you will see tho 
result to-night," and that very afternoon , 
the woman was arrested. This witness also 
was examined very closely as to his rela- 
tions with tho woman Ah Ling. Tiie con- 
clusion of the examination of this witness 
closed tho case for tho crown. 

Mr. Richards, for the defence, said tho 
case was trumped up against Mah Keo, and 
that ho would bo able to prove an alibi. 

Mr. J. P. Walls — I kuo% the prisoner; I 
saw him come ou board tho steamer at Na- 
uaimo last July. Ho came to my office that 
day aud made a statement on tho subject of 
his brother's death. Ho came on the fuU- 
o\ying Monday with, two other O&inamen. 

Counsel fcir the crown objected to Mr. 
Richards' manner of questioning his wit- 
ueas on tho ground that he was virtually 
diacloaing matters that could not bo stated 
in evidence. 

Examination continued— It was by my 
advice that the information wai laid which 
led to the examination of the body. The 
coroner's jury returned a verdict of death 
from natural causes, and the body was re- 
interred. The prisoner paid my fee (§50) 
and also a similar fee to the doctor who 
made tbe post mortem examiuatien. 



W. H. Wjiittaker depojed to having 
teen prisoner on the 13th of July last at 
Mr. Walls' oilico, the time being one 
o'clock. Saw him again at the same place 
with two other Chinese at o'clock the 
next morning. 

Gong Took, paymaster among the Chi- 
nese on the island railway, swore to hav- 
ing been on the same boat when prisoner 
camo down from Nanaimo last July. 
Prisonor and Ah Duck also accompanied 
him to Mr. Walla' ofHce on the 13th July, 
tho time being about a quarter past twelve 
in the day. Stayed there in the oflica till 
two o'clock. This witti.'ss was very close- 
ly questioned as to the exact position in 
which himself, Mah Kee, Ah Duck, Fee 
Ging and Ah Fook sat when af.Kwong 
Fook's breakfast table, the object being 
to prove that no auch breakfast was ever 
partaken of. Witness said he didn't 
know wlieru prisoner was before break- 
fast. 

Ah Fook was next examined to the 
same purport as tho previous witness, the 
object of tho crown being to refute an 
attomp'ed (i/i7)i set up by the defence. 
This point rested upon the statements of 
the witneaaes Ah Fook, Gong Fock and 
Ah Duck, that Mah Kee was in their com- 
pany during tho time when it was alleged 
he had threatened the woman Ah Sing. 

Tho court adjourned at G p. in. until 10 
a. m. this (Tuesday) morning,

The olos.'.ng of tho OauKdian Pacific 
railway in this province for the winter 
months is causing consternation and dis- 
may throughout the upper country and 
will seriously affect Victoria's interests. 
The non-operation of the road is a sur- 
prise to everyone, as it was thought that 
when Mr. Onderdonk had handed his 
work over to the govoriinieiit tho latter 
would arrange to run trains until it had 
finally became tho property of the .syndi- 
cate. As a coiiaequonco merchants in the 
interior havo only kept themselves sup- 
plied with suflicient goods to keep them 
until lower freights should prevail than 
the high chargea demanded by the rail- 
way contractor. It will bu imposible f ir 
interior merchants to secure winter stocks 
if the railway ia not operated, for tho 
roads are not in a condition tu allow of 
teaming supplies, and bull teams, also, 
are not available; there are no slocks of 
feed on the line of travel nor, in (act. any 
facilities for movini; gooda by tho olrl- 
tiine method. It will liuis be seen that 
tho outlook is a aerious one, and every 
pressure that can bo brought to bear on 
the government should bo exercised in 
ordered to induce thera to keep the line 
open. A repair party will be kept out all 
winter; but only for the purpose of pro- 
serving the road and the culverts. Seven- 
teen carloads of cattle are now on the lino 
awaiting transportati.in to Viotoria. The 
last train cume duv/n last night to Foit 
Moody 

Mr E. H. Fletcher, postofHco inspector, 
was asked if any informition had been 
forwarded him in reference to tho closing 
of tho road, and replied that ho had in- 
formod tho postmaster-general of tho 
shutting down of tho railway, and that 
other arrangements would havo to bs 
made for the transmisaiun of mails. The 
closing of tho railway has completely up- 
set all existin<2 arrangements. The mails 
can bo forwarded to Yale and from thence 
distributed by means of the st.igo and 
wagon road. There would bo no difficul- 
ty in this, as tho only yoar in which anow 
intorforod with the mail aorvico was in 
the winter of 1870, when the mails woro 
packed by Indiana on inowshoes over the 
Cariboo road and thence forwarded by 
stage to Lytton.

Letters receiveil yesterday from liio de 
Janeiro contain partit ulars of the narrow 
escajje of tho irciuclad Swiftsure, Captain 
Brand, wfiich grounded on iin unkuown 
bank aud was in groat danger of fouudei ing. 
The Svyiftsuro, which hnabei n absent from 
England about three years, left Valparaiso 
for the str.uts. She had a most stormy 
passage, encountering strong head winds 
and very heavy seas. This continued un- 
til tho Swiftsure reached Sandy Point, 
whet^i she fortunately found a vessel laden 
with coal, and she took in nearly uOO tons, 
including a deck cargo, in order to avoid 
I'alliug at Jkiutu \'iileo. .She was abreast 
of Cape KUzalk tli Isliiiul steaming at a rate 
of 11 kiiot.s, whi-n hhr suildeiily bumped on 
a bani; withso luuidi violenee that the of- 
ficers and men Wd'o tbrowii oil' their logs. 
AU hands iiiiiii-aintcly rosliod ou deek, and 
every iiri;cautioii was taken for tho saloty 
(jf tho .-.hiij, orders Ijeinj.,; instantly ^jivi'ii by 
tho eaptain to close all tlie wuti-niglu doors. 
Thi> situation, however, was the roverso of 
uheeriug, as the vessel heeled over about 10 
degrees to starboard, and preparations were 
made to get all the boats ont. But the ves- 
sel heeled over to such an extout that this 
could only hove been done at imminent risk 
i and tho precautions were taken to draw all 
I the fires and empty the boilers, so as to 
avoid an exjiloslou. .\s the tiile rose tho 
Hbip gradually righted, and ovfiitually the 
boats were boislod out and provisions pass- 
ed into them. Tho steru anchor was got 
out and tho cable run. The euginos were 
kept rever.sed astern, and the men had bo- 
gun to lighten the shij) by throwing over- 
board her deck cargo of coal when tho 
Swiftsure suddenly went oil' into deep wat- 
ea after having been ashore four hours. 
Divers report that tho damage was not ser- 
ious, although a bole had boon knocked be- 
tween tho plates and the wood sheathing, 
aud tho ship made so much water that tho 
pumps had to he kept going until the hole 
had been plugged. She bad struck ou a 
bank of saiul which is not, it is s.iid, mark- 
ed iu tho chart, and at tho time when the 
ollioors supposed her to be in about foity 
fathoms of water. A Chilian survey vessel 
has gone to survey the spot and report up- 
on it. All the damage done to tho Swift- 
sure is on the starboard side between the 
bilge and tho main keels, and can soon bo 
repaired. Tho ship is expected at Ply- 
mouth eorly next month,
